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EDDIE MARSHALL: THE TELLING OF A JOY UNTOLD 

One of the most glaring omissions in the recently pub- 
lished ENCYCLOPEDIA OF JAZZ IN THE SEVENTIES is 
the name of EDWIN ("EDDIE") MARSHALL Jr. No musi- 
cian, writer, or promotor on the West Coast of the United 
States has done more than Mr. Marshall to Keep the inno- 
vative and swinging spirit and soaring flame of jazz music 
alive and ever brighter during the past decade. 

Eddie Marshall is that rarest force to be found in music to- 
day: an always propulsive, sensitive, and melodic drum- 
mer who seems to enhance and elevate any musical set- 
ting in which he plays, from the most traditional to the 
most exploratory. Quite often his drums function like an 
added keyboard instrument— simultaneously giving the 
music increased rhythmic and harmonic depth. 

Born April 13, 1938, in Springfield, Massachusetts, Eddie 
Marshall gained his first professional experience with the 
band of his father and teacher, pianist and arranger Edwin 
Marshall, Sr., and in the rhythm ’n’ blues groups of “Cookie 
& the Seven Sharps" and Houston Person. During the mid- 
Sixties, Eddie worked extensively with Toshiko Akiyoshi, 
Sam Rivers, Charlie Mariano, and Stan Getz. Traveling to 
the West Coast as drummer for singer Dionne Warwicke, 
Marshall and his family permanently settled in San Fran- 
cisco in 1967, where he cofounded, with pianist Mike 
Nock, bassist Ron McClure, and violinist Michael White, 
the now-legendary, innovative “fusion” group called “THE 
FOURTH WAY". This band toured the U.S.A., Europe, and 
Japan, and recorded four very startling albums for Capitol 
Records, which actually predated and anticipated many of 
the “jazz-rock" experimentations of Miles Davis, Joe 
Zawinul, and Chick Corea. 

In the early Seventies, Eddie Marshall began a long work- 
ing relationship with vibraharpist Bobby Hutcherson and 
the San Francisco jazz club Keystone Korner, where his 
drumming has colorfully energized a full spectrum of 
music ranging from the expressions of Mary Lou Williams, 
Toots Thielemans, Dexter Gordon, Sonny Stitt, and Eddie 
Jerfferson, to the more “modern" excursions of Hutcher- 
son, George Benson, Charles Lloyd, and Sam Rivers. Dur- 
ing that time, Marshall has recorded albums with the 
Pointer Sisters, John Klemmer, Kenny Burrell, Jon 
Hendricks, Benny Maupin, David Schnitter, John Handy, 
and three Blue Note dates with Bobby Hutcherson.

A FAMILY - TOGETHER FROM THE MOMENT OF BIRTH 


The day you have your baby is a very important day in your life. 
You will want to make the most of this day and look back on it 
with pleasure. While it may not be easy, childbirth can and should 
be one of life’s most rewarding experiences. The key is in learning 
what to expect, and how to cope with this challenging situation. 
This record and its accompanying booklets are designed to help 
prepare you, the expectant parents, for labor and delivery. 

This record should be used as an adjunct to classes, but may be 
used without classes if none are available. You should always be 
certain to discuss your preparation and your goals for this experience 
with your physician and to develop a good working relationship 
with him, so that when you are in labor you will be able to work 
cooperatively to give birth to your baby. The Childbirth Education 
Association believes that childbirth should ideally be a family affair, 
with both parents prepared for this experience and participating in 
it. However, the decision to be together for childbirth depends on 
various personal circumstances, and this record will be useful 
preparation no matter which type of delivery is planned. 

On Side One you will hear an explanation of what your body is 
accomplishing in labor, followed by an explanation and demon- 
stration of the relaxation techniques you can use to aid yourself in 
labor and in giving birth to your baby. The last part of this side is a 
learning and practice session for breathing techniques which you 
should use daily in the last two months of pregnancy. 

On Side Two is an actual labor and delivery for you to hear a 
normal situation exactly as it happened. The pictures on this jacket 
were taken at that time. We wish to thank the Department of 
Obstetrics of Thomas Jefferson University for the use of their 
facilities, and the obstetrician and couple for their cooperation. 


Although many couples or expectant mothers prepare for their 
first baby, the couple on this record were having their second baby, 
but their first prepared delivery. This time they had sought a doctor 
and hospital that shared their goals, and were referred to classes 
given by the Childbirth Education Association of Greater Phila- 
delphia. Here is the story of their labor, which is not an uncommon 
one: Kathy and her husband Lee came to the hospital about 7 a.m., 
because her “bag of waters” had ruptured. During the morning she 
was up and around with mild contractions off and on. About noon 
the contractions became regular and purposeful. The tape recorder 
was set up as Kathy settled in bed using the side relaxation position, 
breathing techniques, and back rubbing. Her husband supported her 
efforts, and the first voices you hear arc Lee coaching Kathy through 
an early contraction. The third voice is that of the CEA instructor, 
Ruth, who was giving tips while making the recording and taking 
pictures. The fourth voice is that of the obstetrician. You will hear 
several typical contractions as labor progresses and almost the entire 
last part of labor and the birth of the baby, who was bom at 
1:30 p.m. The parents were elated, and within a few minutes Kathy 
sat up on the delivery table and nursed their new eight pound 
son, Keith.

Carl Weismann of Copenhagen created this album by wandering around the streets armed.with his portable tape recorder, taping 
the best barks of two German Shepards, a poodle, a terrier, and a pincher which he called Caeser, King, Pearl, Dolly and Pussy. 
Back in his studio Weismann snipped and spliced the recorded barks so that the pincher would tweet the high notes, the shepards 
would woof the low ones. The terrier and the poodle both being two note barkers do all the in between notes.By putting the barks 
in the sequence shown above this funny musical trick was accomplished. Then, using the same technique he created the other 
songs on this album.

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EDDIE MARSHALL: THE TELLING OF A JOY UNTOLD 

One of the most glaring omissions in the recently pub- 
lished ENCYCLOPEDIA OF JAZZ IN THE SEVENTIES is 
the name of EDWIN ("EDDIE”) MARSHALL Jr. No musi- 
cian, writer, or promotor on the West Coast of the United 
States has done more than Mr. Marshall to keep the inno- 
vative and swinging spirit and soaring flame of jazz music 
alive and ever brighter during the past decade. 

Eddie Marshall is that rarest force to be found in music to- 
day: an always propulsive, sensitive, and melodic drum- 
mer who seems to enhance and elevate any musical set- 
ting in which he plays, from the most traditional to the 
most exploratory. Quite often his drums function like an 
added keyboard instrument— simultaneously giving the 
music increased rhythmic and harmonic depth. 

Born April 13, 1938, in Springfield, Massachusetts, Eddie 
Marshall gained his first professional experience with the 
band of his father and teacher, pianist and arranger Edwin 
Marshall, Sr., and in the rhythm 'n' blues groups of “Cookie 
& the Seven Sharps” and Houston Person. During the mid- 
Sixties, Eddie worked extensively with Toshiko Akiyoshi, 
Sam Rivers, Charlie Mariano, and Stan Getz. Traveling to 
the West Coast as drummer for singer Dionne Warwicke, 
Marshall and his family permanently settled in San Fran- 
cisco in 1967, where he cofounded, with pianist Mike 
Nock, bassist Ron McClure, and violinist Michael White, 
the now-legendary, innovative “fusion” group called “THE 
FOURTH WAY". This band toured the U.S.A., Europe, and 
Japan, and recorded four very startling albums for Capitol 
Records, which actually predated and anticipated many of 
the “jazz-rock” experimentations of Miles Davis, Joe 
Zawinul, and Chick Corea. 

In the early Seventies, Eddie Marshall began a long work- 
ing relationship with vibraharpist Bobby Hutcherson and 
the San Francisco jazz club Keystone Korner, where his 
drumming has colorfully energized a full spectrum of 
music ranging from the expressions of Mary Lou Williams, 
Toots Thielemans, Dexter Gordon, Sonny Stitt, and Eddie 
Jerfferson, to the more “modern” excursions of Hutcher- 
son, George Benson, Charles Lloyd, and Sam Rivers. Dur- 
ing that time, Marshall has recorded albums with the 
Pointer Sisters, John Klemmer, Kenny Burrell, Jon 
Hendricks, Benny Maupin, David Schnitter, John Handy, 
and three Blue Note dates with Bobby Hutcherson.

joyous music of “DANCE OF THE SUN" are major Ameri- 
can jazz voices, whose uncompromising playing, collec- 
tively and individually, defies any categorization of 
“young” or “old”, “East Coast" or “West Coast". 

Three of the songs on this album (“ANDREE,” 
“DANIELLE”, and “I REFUSE TO COME DOWN") were 
written by Eddie Marshall. Along with the other songs 
Eddie worte for Bobby Hutcherson these compositions re- 
veal Mr. Marshall to be a developing composer with con- 
siderable flexibility and depth. 

With the release of "DANCE OF THE SUN" and his recent 
American and European tours with Hutcherson and Toots 
Thielemans, hopefully the creative virtuosity of Eddie 
Marshall will cease to be one of the best kept secrets in 
contemporary music. Certainly, one "secret” will never 
cease being revealed— his music will never stop dancing 
to the sunsong in his soul ....

A FAMILY - TOGETHER FROM THE MOMENT OF BIRTH 


The day you have your baby is a very important day in your life. 
You will want to make the most of this day and look back on it 
with pleasure. While it may not be easy, childbirth can and should 
be one of life’s most rewarding experiences. The key is in learning 
what to expect, and how to cope with this challenging situation. 
This record and its accompanying booklets are designed to help 
prepare you, the expectant parents, for labor and delivery. 

This record should be used as an adjunct to classes, but may be 
used without classes if none are available. You should always be 
certain to discuss your preparation and your goals for this experience 
with your physician and to develop a good working relationship 
with him, so that when you are in labor you will be able to work 
cooperatively to give birth to your baby. The Childbirth Education 
Association believes that childbirth should ideally be a family affair, 
with both parents prepared for this experience and participating in 
it. However, the decision to be together for childbirth depends on 
various personal circumstances, and this record will be useful 
preparation no matter which type of delivery is planned. 

On Side One you will hear an explanation of what your body is 
accomplishing in labor, followed by an explanation and demon- 
stration of the relaxation techniques you can use to aid yourself in 
labor and in giving birth to your baby. The last part of this side is a 
learning and practice session for breathing techniques which you 
should use daily in the last two months of pregnancy. 

On Side Two is an actual labor and delivery for you to hear a 
normal situation exactly as it happened. The pictures on this jacket 
were taken at that time. We wish to thank the Department of 
Obstetrics of Thomas Jefferson University for the use of their 
facilities, and the obstetrician and couple for their cooperation. 


Although many couples or expectant mothers prepare for their 
first baby, the couple on this record were having their second baby, 
but their first prepared delivery. This time they had sought a doctor 
and hospital that shared their goals, and were referred to classes 
given by the Childbirth Education Association of Greater Phila- 
delphia. Here is the story of their labor, which is not an uncommon 
one: Kathy and her husband Lee came to the hospital about 7 a.m., 
because her “bag of waters” had ruptured. During the morning she 
was up and around with mild contractions off and on. About noon 
the contractions became regular and purposeful. The tape recorder 
was set up as Kathy settled in bed using the side relaxation position, 
breathing techniques, and back rubbing. Her husband supported her 
efforts, and the first voices you hear are Lee coaching Kathy through 
an early contraction. The third voice is that of the CEA instructor, 
Ruth, who was giving tips while making the recording and taking 
pictures. The fourth voice is that of the obstetrician. You will hear 
several typical contractions as labor progresses and almost the entire 
last part of labor and the birth of the baby, who was born at 
1:30 p.m. The parents were elated, and within a few minutes Kathy 
sat up on the delivery table and nursed their new eight pound 
son, Keith.
